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OUTLINES OF A SCHEME FOR THE ADVANCED 
STUDY OF THE INDIAN VERNACULARS

Tho time lias long passed away when elaborate argu- 
ments were needed to make even Indian scholars realise 
the vital importance of a critical and scientilic, historical 
and comparative study of the great Indian vernaculars. 
During the last twelve years, fortunately, the opinion lias 
steadily gained ground that the inlelleetnal activity of a 
corporation of scholars in this country may he most 
pro titahly directed towards a systematic investigation of 
the language and lit<n*ature of our (ihii'f vernaculars. 
The duty has, indeed, been ollicially im])osed upon one of 
the Indian Universities to encourage research in verna- 
cular liti'ratures and languages and to foster their growth, 
hy the puhlication of critical «*ditions of early texts, and 
by historical investigations of their «)rigius, early (h'velop- 
ment suul ramification into a variety- of diah'cts. I have 
long maintained the view that a subject so extensive in 
scope, so well calculated to rouse intellectual curiosity’, 
may fittingly he included in the sclienn? for our higlu'st 
Degree Examinations. But this object can he success- 
fully attained, only after the materials for study'^ and 
investigation have been niivde easily accessible to teachers 
and students, 'Ihis was precisely my purpose, when I 
induced Rai Saheb Dineschatidra Sen to prepare, for the 
University, volumes of .Typical Selections in Bengali 
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on a comprehensive scale. These volumes present the 
development of tlie Bengali Laiiguage and Literature 
in a style never before attempted and have been enthu- 
siastically acclaimed by competent scholars working in 
various seats of learning, in and beyond India. I am 
emphatically of opinion that the time has arrived when 
a further detinit<‘ advanc<‘ should be made in this direc- 
tion, and plainly, the initiative should he taked by the 
Post-Graduate Department of the University. .Vnimated 
by this desire, I have utilised my recent visits, in my 
capacity as a Member of the University Commission, to 
different parts of India, in discussing this (luestion with 
a number of distinguished scholars, and I am now in a 
position to lay Ixd'oi'e my colleagues the outlines of my 
plan. My proposal in substance is that the services of 
com])etent scholars, wherever available, should be s(^cnred 
to prepare a series of volvnnes of 'l’y))ieal Selections, 
dealing with the citief Indian Vernaculars and illustrat- 
ing the origin and development of both the languag«i and 
the literature. 'rh(> Selections -will be tnade from sources 
published and tni])ublished, and manuscript materials Avill 
be utilised to the fullest e.vtent d(>sirable. The general 
plan of the volumes will be historical and critical, similar 
to that adopted for the Bengali Typical Selections, and 1 
venture to entertain the hope that if the Selections are 
judiciously made, they will not only serve to illustrate 
linguistic and literary evolution, but will also help to 
illuminate many a dark corner of social, religions and 
administrative history. Each volume will be furnished 
with an introdnetirm, glossary, notes and a))pendices. 
The volumes, as they become ready, will b<^ published by 
the University and will no doubt tend to enbance its 
reputation as a true seat of learning. 
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• Bardic Poetry 

“ As far as my itifonnation tlii^ (earliest vornaculai* 
litovature of Flindiisian is th(^ l)ar(iic cliroiiicles of IFaj- 
putana."' “ The mostcliai'acfevistie featuni of Hiis literal ure 
is that it is the literature of a particular caste, the Rajputs. 
It seems to have arisen under tin; jogis of th<? Rajput 
political power, not lon|j' hefore the first Mahomedau 
invasions, and to have flourished under the enlij^htened 
patriotism of the Rajputs. It is to the Rajputs, therefore, 
that the ultimate credit is due, not a small credit for a 
race of warriors, who in the ])ause of arms found time to 
devote to literary pursuits. ^May he, their action was 
inspired hy a desire to i^ratify national vanity, as the 
subject of this literatun; was principally furnished hy 
their own military exploits; but to show that they were 
not devoid of a literary lastt', examples can he (juoted of 
warrior kin^s who w ere i^ood judi'es of poetry, as also 
e.xcellent (;omposers. Theirs was, therefore, an intelligent 
mmeenatism. It is superfluous to add that the fact that 
this literature is confined to a description of the life and 
history of the Rajputs, does not diminish its imporfance 
nor impair its univer.sal character, as diirinc? the times in 
question, the Rajputs wen^ the priuei])al ruliiu; race and 
the only makers of history. 

“This vast literature falls naturally into tw’o sec- 
tions : bardic poems and prose chronicles. The former,

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which arc olclei* in origin and more extensive are the 
products of the bards, and they have both a literary 
and an historical interest; whereas, the latter are the 
products of different classes of people and their interest 
is only historical. 

“If under the term ‘bardic poems,’ we comprehend 
all kinds of bardic poetry, we have here a literature which 
includes works ranging from a single couplet to poems of 
eight to ten thousand verses. Its earliest j)roducts are 
isolated couplets, mostly anonymous, composed in a simple 
and often rude style and devoid of rhetorical embellish- 
ments. Some of these were undoubtedly composed as 
early as the fourteenth, possibly the thirteenth century, 
and Avere for a long time presevAod only in oral tradition, 
so that when they Avero committed to writing, they had 
been already much modernised in form. To-day they are 
found collected in manuscripts, mostly under the general 
title of Phutkav Geeta, meaning scattered or miscella- 
neous songs and mixed with other songs of a more recent 
composition. Their chief value consists in the fact that 
they generally record some historical event or date, and 
since — when genuine — they are obviously contemporary 
Avith the event recorded, they affowl unimpeachable 
historical evidence. An illustration of this kind of tradi- 
tional couplets is the following dnhas, which commemo- 
rate the foundation of .Todhpor<j and Bikaner : 

“In the year Sam vat fifteen hundred and fifteen, on 
the eleventh of the month of Jyastha, on Saturday, Jodho 
built the fort Meluirann.’ 

“ In the year Samvat fifteen hundred and forty-five, on 
the second day of the bright fortnight of Vaisakha, on 
Satuj-day, Viko laid the foundation of Bikaner.’ 

*‘Here is another specimen, Avhich celebrates the 
wonderful rapidity with which the Rathors established 
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themselves in Rajputaiia and (Juja.rat after the fall of 
Kanauj under Maliomedau invaders : 

*• Like the sky is surrounded by the stars, so was the 
earth surrounded by the Rat hors ; Gohils, Mohils, 
^aVadas, Solankis and Gaurs— all tliese races were killed 
by the llatbors in Pali, where they had i^one to inarrv. 
Having come from Kanauj, taking forces for some expe- 
dition, the Rathors seized the Gohils by the nock and 
took from them Kber, with the power of their swonl. 
Purther, they spread their oath (i.e., rule) over Idar and 
Sankhadar and took the nine Castles of ilarwar along 
with Sam. Tims, sword in hand, the Eathors deprived 
of their power niiiny other kings. And this was done by 
the three of the Rather Siho of the Solar Dynasty, 
namely Asatbama, Soninga and Aja.’ 

“ There is a class of lbe.se traditional songs, wdiich is 
known under the title of ‘ Sakh Ra (recta ‘ or ‘ testi- 
monial songs,’ and they are quoted in prose chronicles a.s 
evidence of the correctness of the facts related. Here, 
again, when these testimonial songs are genuine, that is, 
contemporary w'ith the facts in (|ucstion, they can well 
be classed as historical documents. An example is fur- 
nished by the following song, which records a battle 
fought at Kusano, against odd forces of ilahomedans, by 
the Rathor Varjag, under the reign of Satal of Jodhpur, 
the founder of Satalrair towards the middle of the 
fifteenth century. The battle is compared by the bard to 
the gigantic fight in the Mahabharata. 

“ Like the great wav fought by Arjuna in the Kuru- 
kshetra against the valiant Kauravas, such a battle Varjag 
fought at Kusano, against the Mahomedan forces, hand 
to hand. Like in the great nocturnal fight (desciihed in 
the Mahabharata), Varjag fought all night long and like 
in the diurnal fight (in the Mahabharata), he fought in 
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day time. lii the sum; way as Arjmui fought for 
Yudhisthira, thus Varjag fought for Satal, In the same 
way as the Kauravas w(>re decimated in tlu^ Kurulcshetra. 
so Avere the Mahomedau thieves at Kusaiio, and in the 
same way as \ islinu hy coning to the aid of YAidhisfithira 
procured liim victory, so did Varjag to Satal., 

“Huge hardu? ])ocms also exist in good numbers. Each 
Itajput Stale has ils own cdllcction. In Marwar, one of 
the most famous is the Suraj Prakas. I)y Kami Dan, a 
distingui^jh('d Caranui' whose manifold abilit ies as a politi- 
cian, a warrior and a scholar are <do(|iiently described by 
Col. Tod in tlie tenth chapter of his .Vnuals of Marwar. 
The poem comprises 7,ot)!) stan/is. 'I’he subject is a 
description of the reign and exploits of the Ilatlior 
Maharaj Abhai Singh of .fodhpur, with whom Kami Dan 
was contemporary, and in whose politics and wars he 
played a prominent part. But, like all huge poems, it 
contains a mass of other information, foreign to the 
principal subject, but deemed essential and indispensable 
for the dignity of thes work as well as the scholarly repu- 
tation of its author. Most of tin's extraneous matter is 
given as an introduction, and ir is a kind of paraphernalia, 
never absent froju any hardier work of importance, 
fiuleed, in this rc.s[)ecr. all huge bardic potnns are framed 
much on the sannr ))lan. h’irst comes a scrie.s of propi- 
tiatory verses in tlie form of nhili to the five deities, 
Ganapati, Sarasvali, Siva, Snryya and Narayana ; next, 
an explanation ot the title and subject of the poem, 
and after this, a nijacinimmil.} or genealogical sketch of 
the rilling lamily to which the hero of the poem be- 
longs. This ruutMtco.li is not a mere string of names ; 
it occupies oA’er one-third of the whole Avork, and is a 
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poetical history of the Rathor family from its mythical 
progenitor Brahma clown to Ahhai Singh. Since tradi- 
tion traces hack the Rathor family to the Solar dynasty 
to which Rama belonged, this vamniwuU naturally contains 
also an account Rama, a miniaturt? Ramayana not 
altogether devoid of interest. 'Phe l)iographifal and hi.sto- 
rical particmlars concerning tin; other members of tin; 
family naturally l)tH:ome richer aud rielier as we g('t down 
with the times Tin; most dilTiise account is that of 
Maharajah Ajit Singh, the fatlier and ])re(lecessor of 
.Vhhai Sitigh, and here tlie clescription of tin; deeds of 
the latt<;r, a-, heir-apparent to tlv^ throne, plays a promi- 
nent part. With tlie installation or Ahhai Singh at the 
hands of the Empen’or hijnself, tlie p.iem may he .said, 
properly to begin, and the auspicious occasion gives the 
hard aii opportunity not only to d(3scril)e the coronation 
festivities, hut also to draw a gorgeous picture of the 
splendour of the Court in Jodhpore and tin* lustre of the 
Durbar. This picture? starts with a de.scriptiou of the 
inagniticence of Jodhpore, the splendid garden.s, the 
Monarch and his Court; and tin; description is embellish- 
ed and viviliedin such a way as to enahh; the poet to make 
a full display of his ernditiou. To take an example ; 
when describing the singers in the Presence, lie manages 
to insert a scientilic emiineration of the various tunes and 
musical instruments, and when describing the Pandits 
and the Caranas, he similarly adds a minute description 
of all their Sanskrit learning and poetical abilities. Rut 
Kami Dan does not stop here. I lo imagines that Ahhai 
Singh asks him about the si.x hhosKs, and devotes pages 
to explain their nature. They are, Sanskrit, Nagahhasa, 
Apahhramsa, Magadhi, Sauraseni, and Prakrit, the last in- 
cluding Rraja, Marwari, Panjabi. Marathi, Soratlii and 
Sindiii. lie also ([notes his authoriti('s, the Saraswati for 
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the Sanskrit, the !Nagapingala for the Nagabhasa, the 
A^inadavijaya for the Apabhramsa, the Haimavyakarana for 
the Sauraseni,and the Jaiiifisastra for the Magadhi ; for the 
vernaculars which he includes under the term, Prakrit, 
_he cites ikj authority, as, he says, he knows them* by 
practice. It is important to note that the knowledge of 
the six Bhasas is considered an indispensable qualifica- 
tion for any Carana of fame. After tliis long introduc- 
tion, the poetical chronicle of the reign of Abhai Singh 
begins at last, though the bulk is devoted to a ])ompous 
description of Abhai Singh’s splendid campaign against 
Sir Buland. Further ief(n*ence to the Suraj Prakas is 
needless, as quotations will be found in tlu; Annals of 
Marwar by Col. ’I’od, who used the poem as the principal 
source of information for events redafing to the period in 
question. It follows From what I have .stated, that bardic 
poems whether short or long are capable of use as histo- 
rical documents, specially when contemporary with the 
facts related. No doubt when we utilise them as such, 
it is necessary to proceed with great circumspection and 
allovV for exaggerations, for disguises of unpleasant 
particulars, which is a rule with the bards who above all 
are favourites of the monarchs and are anxious to plea.se 
them. But bardic poems are also important as literary 
documents. They have a literary value and taken together 
form a literature, which when better known is sure to 
occupy a most distinguished place among the literatures 
of the Neo-Indian Veriuiculars. The language in which 
the literature is written and which has remained practi- 
cally unknown and neglected to this day, is only a form 
of the Old AV'estern llajasthani, that is the old vernacular 
of Rajputana and Gujei'at. I do not propose to deal 
with it in dehiil on the present occasion as Dr. Tes.sitori 
has gone into the question in his paper on the Bardic 
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the Historical Survey of Rajputaua and in his Notes 
on the Grammar of the Old Western Rajasthani. Hiis 
old Western Rajasthani language, called by the bards 
Hingala, to distinguish it from Pingala, (the Rrajbliasa), 
marks a very important stage in the development of 
the Neo-Indian Vernaculars as it forms a link between 
the Sauraseni, the Apabhramsa and Ihe Modern Gujarati 
and Marwari. Concerning this language, which had 
been first mistaken for simply the old Gujarati, Sir 
George Grierson writes : “ We have thus a connected 

chain of evidence as to the growth of the Gujarati 
language from the earliest times, W(5 can trace 
the old Vedie language through Prakrit dowji to Apa- 
bhramsa, from the verses of Henicliandra down to the 
language of a Parsi Newspaper. No single step is want- 
ing. The line is comjtlote for nearly four thousand years, 
(Linguistic Survey of India, Vol. JX, Pari TI, p. .327). 

‘Glut I will leave aside the linguistic importance of 
the bardic compositions here, and look at them from . the 
literary point of view. I have already said that these poems 
have a literary value, 'I'lie l)}ird.s in general, particularly 
Caranas, who are the most distinguished among them, ha ve 
been in many cases men of letters and they bav(> specially 
been so when residents at Court. Manv of them knew

not only Dingala and Pingala, the language's used in 
bardic poetry — but also Sanskrit and their attainments 
were such that titb's like Kaviswara, Kaviraja were often 
conferred upon them. Tod, in the tenth Chapter of his 
Annals of Marwar, alludes to long and dilficult stiidies 
requisite to form a Kaviswara. Among the many subjects 
which a Carana had to master were works on grammar, 
rhetoric and history, a knowledge of the six bhasas, and 
though this knoAvledge, in many cases, was nothing more 
than an empty show yet the fact that it was considered 
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an in'li.spens-ible qualiftcalion for a Carana, is festiniony 
to the onoyclopjedic ehamcter of the loarniii" a Carana 
was e.vpcjcted to ])oss(^ss. No wonder then if many of 
the productions of these Caranas are literary masterpieces 
of the liighest value.”' The reniarks of Sir /Vsut’osh 
Atookerjee regarding tlie literature of llajputana aie 
fiqually applicahlc to the hardic literature of other bards 
of India. A (Tirana of llajputana in modern times is 
a man of the Kshatriya caste whose function it was in 
ancient times, to go with the army and sing verses 
of tluf nroran. Mut we have reason to believe and it is 
generally believed that Bliushan 'rripafhi did the same 
with Sivaji. So was Lai ((lorclal) tourt poet of the 
Araharaja Chliatrasal of Rundelkhand, and both w'ere 
Brahmans. So far as the Bardic literaUu-e is concerned 
every Raja had his own bard who (jontposed laudatory 
poems. 

Po(*ts lik(^ tht‘ late Laehhiram of Ajodhya who 
have writtesn books on urs pooHan to pleas(' every llaja 
whom they visited and who jiatronisc'd them have a(ll.\;cd 
to their compositions verses in hypevbolicvil praise of their 
patrons. 1’he late liala ( Jokul Prasad of tin? court of 
ATahxraja Digbijai Singh of Balrampur has written a 
poem on his hunts and atiother on the way he spemt his 
day.s. 

1 have, however, selected passages of bards who 
have been enshriTied in the temple of sojjg. Chand, 
deservedly known as the father of Hindi poetry, was a 
sa»/aaf«~noblcman of the court of Pritlnviraj and is 
believed to have been present at his battles. Nalha the 
next bard was a nripnti, a raja, and has written a poem 
describing the events of the reign of Prithwiraj’s grand*

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father Bisaldejva, 'I'he other two ports of Kajputana, 
chronicle the exploits of the I'mnoiis llanunir of llaii- 
thainhhor and Maharana Haj Siniyh of INlewar. Hhushaii 
has ^already been noted. Kesliavadas, Lai and Padniakar 
describe the hrave deeds of the Itajas Bir Sim?h De.va, 
Champat llai and Chhatrasal of Thindelkhand and Tlimniat 
Bahadur (losain of Oudh. Sudan was the court poet of 
the dat Chief Stirajinal of Bharatpur and £>ives a vivid 
description of the battles fonirbt, by him. The last, 
though not ehronologicaJly, is ^lurlidhar wljose .Tangnania 
was evidently written, for the pleasure of the Emperor 
T’arriikhsiyar, and retjords his j'ojitest for tin* Empire with 
Jahandar Shah, thus showing that (‘ven the later ^Moghuls 
patronised Hindu poets and Hindi poetry.

“ 'Phe iirst hard of whom we have any eerlaiii in for-

ination was the well known Chain! Bardai, wlio celebrated 
towards th(* end of the twelfth century, the fori unes of 
.Prithwiraj, the Cliauhan of Dilli, in the famous Prithi- 
raj Bayasa.” He hclonged to the family of an ancient hard 
named Bisal Deh, the Chauhan of Banthamhhor, and ac- 
cording to the account of his desceiidaiit, tin* poet Snr Das, 
belonged to tln^ dagat clan. He came to Prithwiraj’s 
court and was appointed his minister and jioet laureate 
(kavi^vara). His poetical works were collected by Aniar 
Singh, of Mewar, in the (?arly ])art of the s.c'venteenth 
ceiitury. 'Phoy were not iinjirohably recast and modern- 
ised in parts at the same time, which has giAu*n rise to a 
theory that the whole is a modern forgery. His principal 
work is the famous Prithiraj Rayasa, or life of his patron. 
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According to Tod it lis a universal history of the period in 
which he wrote, and is in 60 hooks, comprising 100,000 
stanzas, of n hich Todha> translated 80,000 certainly more 
than tiny other liuropean has succeeded in doing, Chaiid 
and Prithiraj were both killed in battle lighting against 
the Alnhammadans in the year 1198. As already men- 
tioned, ojie of his descendants was the poet Sur Das, and 
another the poet Sarang Dhar who is said to have written 
the Hammir I’ayasa and the Hammir Kahya. A portion 
of tlu! text of the Prithiraj llayasa has been edited 
by Afr. John B<‘ames, and another |)ortioij edited and 
translated by Dr. Hoernle. The excessively diiricult 
character of the task has prevented both scholars from 
making much progress.” 

“ Aty own studies of this poet’s works have inspired 
mo with a great admiration of its poetic beauty, hut I 
doubt if any one not perfectly master of tlu? various llaj 
putani dialects could ever read it with pleasure. It is 
however of the greatest value to the student of philology 
for it is at pre.sent the only stepping stone availahle to 
European explorers* in the chasm between the latest 
Prakrit and tin* Eastern Gandian authors. Though we 
may not possess the aclual text of Chand wo have certain- 
ly in his writings some of the oldest specimens of 
Gandian literature abounding in pure Apahhransa 
^auvseni Prakrit forms,”' 

Since the above was written .a cmnplc'te edition of 
the llayasa or the Kasan has I)cen published by the Kashi 
Nagavi Prachaia’ui Sahha with notes and a prose summary 
of^the hook. B. Shyamsunder Das, B.A., now President of 
the Sahha also wrote an article in the Kashi Nagari 
Pracharini Patrika for June, 1901, under the heading

'rhe (‘.\tract "iven is the /Ifcn fnt San/iKtn and des- 
cribes, one of the battles between 8hahahuddiii Muhammad 
(Jhori and Prilhwiraj in which the ronner was defeated 
and taken captive; hut hy the con(|iieror's generosity, 
conceit and political blindness, which, 'I’od says, is a trait 
of Hindu character, he was dismissed with duo honours 
only to come aii;ain and put an end to Hindu soverei^^nty 
in India. Chand is popularly believed to have perished 
with his master. 'I'his part has Iw^en translated and pub- 
lished with full notes liv the .Vsialic Sociidv of Benualand T 
have copied the argument from it. hurthm* notes arc 
nnuecessary a.s the translatioji contains full explanations. 
The tc.xt has also been carefully compared with (he liook 
published hy the Kashi Xagari Pracharini Sabha.

On the breaking up of tlu! council, at 1) o'clock the king 
retires to sb.rjt. .\t midnight In' is roused by a nnvssenger 
from Cband Pundir, announcing the presence of the 
Sultan with a numerous army of elephants and foot- 
soldiers, at the distance of .s«?ven kos, on the other side of 
the Jiiver Chenab wliere Clmnd Pundir was bravely await- 
ing him. 'Pin' king’s army is at onc<' alarmed, .\nother 
messenger now arrives, annonneing the passage of the 
River Chenab bv the Sultan's armv in li\(' divisions, which

is de.scribed in detail. 'Phe news of it fill tin' king and 
his princes with fury, fn t he me inn hile Chaiid Pundir 
with his vanguard tries to check the Sultan’s progress 
from the river but is obliged to retreat. He despalelie.s 
a mes.seuger to inform Prithiraj of ihi' Sultan's progress 
to within 5 kos of f.ahore. 'Phe king, in fury, forms his 
armv in order of ball 1(? ; so docs tlie Sultan on his side. 
The battle took jdace on Tuesday the 5th of the month, 
apparently in March. With the early morn, which had 
been eagerly longed for by the king’s army, the latter 
marched to meet the Sultan’s liost. The battle is opened 
by a furious charge of Samar Singh, the Prince of Chitore. 
He is followed by .fait Pavar, the Prince of Dhar, and 
Chatnand Rai, Hussain Khan and other princi^s. Now 
the main army goes into b.atth? in the order of a crescent, 
Hussain Khan and Chand Pundir leading the wings, and 
Raghuvaiisa Ram the centre.

II. NALHA. 

Nalha is not mentioned in the Modern Vernacular 
Literature of Hindustan. According to the Misra 
Bandhu Vinod, Nalha was a Raja and composed his 
Bisaldeva Rasau in 1354 V.E. corresponding to 1297 A.D. 

The date of the composition is given in the following 
lines : —

The date is clearly 1272 not 1220 as the Misra 
Brothers say, and their calculation showing that 
the date is inaccurate is therefore based on wrong data, 
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1272 V.E. will correspond to 1216 A.D. and we have 
reason to believe that Nalha was a contemporary of 
Bisaldeva. The book is in four parts. Part I deals 
with? the marriage of Bisaldeva of Sambhar with 
Bajwati daughter of Raja Bhoj of Malwa. Part II 
discribes the* departure of Bisaldeva on a conquering 
expedition to Puri whose Raja acknowledged him as his 
suzerain. Part III depicts the sorrow of Rajwati during 
the absence of Bisaldeva and the latter’s return. Part 
IV describes Rajwati’s departure to her father’s house 
and Bisaldeva’s visit to Malwa to bring her back to 
Ajmere. Bisaldeva is the same as Vigraharaj IV who 
reigned from 1153 to 116 1. The famous Prithviraj was 
the son of his brother Someswara. 

Vigraharaja himself was a great poet and was a 
patron of learning. Ilis work Harakeli Nataka, 
( composed in 1220 Samhut ) parts of which inscribep 
on stone slabs are preserved in the Rajputana Museum, 
Ajmer, is described in the Indian Antiquary Vol. xx, p. 
201, where Dr. Kielhorn . says : “Actual and undoubted 
proof is here afforded to us of the fact that powerful 
Hindu rulers of the past were eager to compete with 
Kalidasa and Bhavabhuti for poeticiil fame.” According 
to the Bijolian inscription (verso 22) Vigraharaja con- 
quered Delhi. The Delhi Siwalik Pillar inscription of 
1164 A.D. says that he conquered the country between 
the Vindhya and the Himalaya Mountains and cleared 
the country of Aryavarta of the Musalmans and again 
made it Aryavarta, the abode of Aryas. “(J.R.AS. 
1913 p. 276 note ). 

The book Bisaldeo Rasau is in the old Rajputana 
Hindi and every difficult word has therefore been 
explained in Hindi.

According to Misra Brothers he was born in Orchha 
in about 1012 V.E. and died in 107 1 V.E. He tvas 
attached to the court of Raja Madhukar Sah of Orchha 
and afterwards of his son Indarjit. Indarjit was also 
a poet and wrote under the name of Dhiraj Narind. 
The famous courtezan Parbiurai Paturi was a mistress 
of Indarjit and it is said that Akhar on hearing of her 
accomplishments ordered Indarjit to send her to the 
Imperial coiu t. Indarjit disobeyed and was fined one 
crore rupe(?s. Kesho Das had a secret audience with 
Birhal the minister of Akhar, and I’ecited the verse 
referred to above. Raja Birlxil is said to have given the 
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poet six lakhs for this siiii^le shinza and got the fine 
remitted. Parhin Itai had nevertheless to appear hct’ore 
Akl)ar. Akhar asked her to stay Avhereupon the eour- 
tcxan with a ready wit replied.

Akhar nas pleased AAith the reply and permitted her 
to depart. We have reason to believe that Parbin Rai 
also patronised Kesho l)as and it was at her request 
that he Avrote the Kavipriya. 

RIRSlNtilJ DEVA, 

In 1592 Rirsingh Deva raised an insurrection, in 
Avhich he aa'us assisted by Tndarjit and Partab Rao. They 
wrested llhanrer and PaAA^aiii iToin Hasan Khan, Karhara 
and Berchha from Harduar JMnwar, and Iriehh from 
Abdullah, On|learning of this Akl)ar dcspatclnsd Daulat 
Khan, whom Raja Ram Sah joined. I’he Raja reduced 
Birsingh Deva to terms and brought him to Daulat 
Khan, and then returned to Orchha, while 
Daulat Khan went on to the Deccai\ accompanied by 
Birsingh Deva and the Raja’s eldest son Sangram 
Sah. But before long Birsingh Deva on the pretence 
of hunting returned to his home in Baroni against 
the orders of the Imperial Commander. Daulat 
Khan marched after him, but on seeing that he Avas 
assisted by Bhupal Rao, Partap Rao and Iinhirjit, 
abandoned th(5 idea, Shortly after this Akhar arrived 
at Narwar by AA'ay of Gwalior, and directed Raja Rsim 
Sah to either present before him.self Birsingh Deva and 
Indarjit, who had in the interval stormed flu? forts of 
Narwar and GAvalior, or punish them severely himself. 
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Ram Sah with the aid of the Kachluvahas and I’athans 
went to Baroni, and after a few days’ resistance succeeded 
in expelling Birsingii Deva tlience. In this contest 
however Jugrup Jvaelihwaha a man of s(nne note, was 
killed. As soon as Ram Sah Avithdrew, Birsingh f)eva 
recovered possession of Haroni. But lu? very soon h’ft 
it finding it not a sjif<’ place for him so long as Akhar 
and Ram Sah were his enemies, lie; accordingly went 
to Prayag to see Selim (Known as .lehangir after his 
accession). He was a .s<»n of Akhar and at that time 
Suhadar of Allahabad and in revolt against his father. 
Selim recetA'ed him with great fa.vour and directed him 
to murder .\i)ul-Fazl, Avho was tlnni returning from the 
Deccan. he accordingly did, and on the J)tli Katik 

1660 V.M. ’ .D. 1603) killed the famous minister, inidAvay 
between rAA'ar and Aniri. Akhar was greatly 
enraged a., the murder, and sent many chiefs under 
Tripur Kshattii Avith a powerful fori^e to capture 
Birsingh l>eva ; this force he ordered Sangram Sah 
the son of Ram Sah to accompany, Birsingh l)e\a Avas 
besieged in the fort of Trichh, hut after a few davs 
resistance, fled by night and went to Ri’ayag. Selim 
received him with great favour and promised to make 
him Raja of the Avhole of Bundelkliand a.s soon as he 
slioubl :i<i;end the throne. Birsingh Deva lived for a 
short tinu' in j'rayag, and then returned to Buiidolkhand, 
Avhere ! •ining with Satigram Sah he openly revolted and 
expellod Hasan Khan from Bhanrer and Kharag Rao 
from liac**ura. 

'I'he brother of Kharag Rao, Avho had been killed at 
the tim(^ of the expulsion, appealed to the Emperor who 
ordered fndarjit to proceed Avith a powt^rful array pro- 
mising to give him the AA'^hole of Bundelkliand if he 
should deieat Birsingh Deva and Ram Sah. Tndarjit 
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liegged that the Emperor himself should aceomptiuy the 
force and would have obeyed llu? Imperial order but 
that lie was unwilling to ruin bis eldesi brother and 
make himself master of tin* kingdom. 'I’be Emperor 
dismissed him and| sent Tripur. Kshatri with a large; 
army to Orchha. When the (bnuiral reached Gwalior, 
Rajsiugh and llamsingh Katdibwahas, the Jlhadoria 
Raja, the Chauhan llaja and (he dais joiru'd his camp. 
As soon as the array reached l.)a(ia, .Hasan Kluin and 
Khwaja Abdullah joiiu'd it. In l{>02 on (he hanks of 
the Eetwa the contlie( took place. 'I'he haltle busted 
several days between (he JJundelas and Sangrara Sah, 
Indarjit, Partap Uao, and Eirsingh Dei a on (he one side 
and the Imperial array on (In; other. Sangrain Sah 
was killed but the Eundelas were victorious, Indarjit 
being specially distinguished for his gallant conduct in 
taking the enemy’s standards. Ka jsingh Kachhwaha who 
was with Tripur’s force was wovmdeil and captured 
by Birsingh Deva but Kara Sah sent him back to the 
Bniperor’s army until respect and honour. 

Shortly after Akbar died and Salim succeedisl him 
assuniiiig the title of Jahangir. lie summoned Kir 
Singh Deva, who with Kharat Sah (he grand.son of Ham 
Sah and Indarjit went (o khdlii. The Emperor bestow'ed 
on him the title of Maharaja and gave him a sanad 
appointing him ruler of the udiolc of Kundelkhand. 

Kirsingh Deva was well .ac(|uaint(;d with tin; Dharm 
Shashtra and laws generally. He wnis mindful of the 
sin he had committed in usurping his brother’s kingdom, 
and feeling great remorse, in penitence made nine 
pilgrimages, and olTeri'd innunnu’able sacrilices. In 
Kindraban alone he pres«*nted 81 maiinds ot gold, a 
gift remembered (o the pre.sent day. At Datia he built 
a grand palace at a cost of Ks. 80,90, 980, w hich is still 
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a notfil)k! structuie. ()i» one occasion by order of the 
Emperor, he attacke«l and overcame the liajas of Kewa 
and Narwar, In 10I*{ he erected a temple in Erindalian 
at a cost of 30 lakhs, lie performed the Tarian Eirt, 
and listene<l for seven days to the recitation of the 
Maha-pnrana. Ife was famed for his strict justice; in 
tin’s connection it is told of him that one day his eldest 
son Jfi»:ai Deva when hiintini;;, allowed l»is hound to kill 
a llrahma-chari »»r Innanit. On hearing thereof the 
Jlaja summoned his son to him, and put him to death 
for havinir caused tin; death of an innocent devotee. *

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4. BHUSHAN. 

To those who have at all interested themselves in 
Hindi poetry the name and fame of the great poet 
Bhashan Tripathi can hardly be unfamiliar. He is one 
of the brightest lights in the Hindi firmament and his 
effulgence iS in a way quite unique. It is well known 
that Hindi poetry consists mainly of erotic, devotional 
and religious productions, so much so that the great 
Tulsi Das has deliberately laid down the dictum that all 
poetry which is not based on devotion to Kama is pure 
whste of energy. He says

On this theory it is clearly sinful to busy oneself in 
writing the accounts of worldly men at all, but we worldly 
people think otherwise and to us it is of vital importance 
to place on record the doings of our great men who may 
be held up as ideals to others. Bhushan was luckily 
a poet of such modern views and he deliberately 
employed his great poetical powers in singing the praises 
of such immortal heroes of his age as Shivaji and Chhattra- 
sal Bundela. Bhushan never wrote a line of erotic 
poetry which was the prevailing fashion of the day and 
it is satisfactory to find that his success was the envy 
of most of the poets of the other school. The esteem in 
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which he was held by Shivaji is reflected in his verses, 
while Chhattrasid Bundela went so far as to put on 
his own shoulders the pole of the great poet’s Palhi. 
Bhushan’s martial muse is at once the admiration, wonder 
and inspiration of others in the field and of the numerous 
and ever-increasing circle of the lovers of Hindi verse. 
He is the recjogni/icd leader of that school and he never 
in his life wrote in the amorous style with the solitary 
exception of one single verse in which, as if to wash 
off the “sin” of having done so, he indulged in a conti- 
nued and prolonged metaphor ]>ertaininij: to warlike 
materials. 

Bhushan was a Kanya-Kuhja Brahman, a Tewari of 
the Kashyap gotra. He was born in Tribikrampur 
(modern Tikmanjuir situated on the left bank 

of the Jamna, near 'Pahsil (rhatampur of the Cannpore 
district (U.P.), about the year 1613 A.D. and he died 
there about 1715 A.D. at the advanced age of 102 years. 
His younger brother Maiiram, is also counted among 
the foremost poets ol Hindi and so is his elder brother 
Chintamani, while their youngest brother, Nilkanth 
alms .Tata Shankar, was also a good poet. So all these 
four brothers have rendered conspicuous services to the 
sacred cause of the development of Hindi poetical litera- 
ture while Bhushan and Matiram rank second only to 
such greatest masters as Tulsi, Sur and few otht^rs. In 
fact Bhushan has been assigned the 5th position and 
Matiram the 7th among the foremost poets of Hindi 
which boasts of a galaxy of shining lights second to none 
in the whole range of the world’s literature. 8o far as it 
has been ascertained, no two brothers occupy such high 
positions in any other literature of the world. 

Bhushan has written one work — the Shivaraj 

Bhushan — in honour of Shivaji and another in that of 
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Chhattrasal Bundel^, while his scattered verses have 
beea put toj'ether in two collections, known as the “ Shiva 
Bamani and his Miscellany.” 

,^He was a truly national poet and Hindus are his real 
heroes, whoever else may he the ostensihle hero of his 
various wouks. 

His excessive nationalism has at times led him to 
write some unpleasant thiniys alK>ut our Moslejn brethren 
but his fault would look to be excusable in view of the 
spirit and the tendencies of that age. Exceptional vigour 
of thought and diction, a scrupuloiLs regard for truth, 
independent thinking, and ability to present wonderful 
pen-pictures of men and events, arc among the other 
chief merits of Hhushan a.s a poet. Ho has not attempted 
anything like a biograpliy of Shivaji or even an at all 
connected account of his doings, but the poet’s writings 
give a fairly clear idea of most of tin? leading events of 
Shivaji’s life an<l contemporary history, and they also 
throw side light on some events that are not found record- 
ed or adequately dealt with in history. We come across 
a plethora of proper names (of men and places) in his 
writings that cannot fail to be useful from the historian’s 
point of view’. 

[t is very likely that he wrote some other works also 
aud indeed a Few more unknown works are ascribed 
to him, but nothing can be said For certain till we actuallv 
come across any such works. As it is even the four 
known w’ovks of this great poet are (juite sufficient to 
put him in the forefront of those who have adorned the 
Hindi Literature with their inspired writings — Shyani 
Bihari Misra. 

The following extract is taken From the excellent 
editions of the great poet’s woi-ks l)y the brothers. 
Pandit Sliyam Bihari Misra and Shukdeva Bihari Misra, 
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and published by the Kasbl Nagari Pracharini Sabha, 
and to this book a refi‘reij(!e may be made for the his- 
tory of the times and other points necessary to under- 
stand the subject matter of the book.

5. GOllE LAL OR LAL KAVl 

‘‘ He was a Brahman and acted as the family priest 
to Raja Chhattrasal of Panna. Besides being a good 
writer he was a brave warrior. He accompanied 
Chhattrasal in many of his campaigns. He has 
chronicled the deeds of Chliattrasal and has given a 
brief history of the Bundelas in his well known work, 
Chhattra-Prakasa. Another work of his that needs 
mention is Raja Binoda which w'as w'ritten for the 
perusal of Raja Chhattrasal. His descendants are still 
found in many places.” ‘ 

“ He W'as present at the battle of Dholpur l)etw'een 
l)ara Shukoh and Aurangzeb, in which Chhattrasal was 
killed. Garcin de Tassy gives the following account of 
this work, which I have not myself seen : — It deals with 
the wars and order of succession of the ancient Rajas of 
Bundelkhand and with the valour of the w'arrior nation 
of the Bundelas, It contains minute details of the life 
of Chhattrasal and of his father Raja Champati Ray. 
Captain Pogson has given a tianslation of LaPs work 
under the title of a history of the Bundelas and Major 
Price has given the text of that portion of the w'ork 
which refers to Chhattrasal under the title of Chhattra 
Prokash or Biographical Account of Chhattrasal,” “ 

To understand the extracts it is necessary to have 
some idea of the history of Bundelkhand. Bir Singh Deo 
has already been noticed before. After his death he 
was succeeded by his son Jujhar Singh. Jujhar “distrusted

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all the Bundelas and made some alterations and reduc- 
tions in the jagirs.” He was the brother of the famous 
Hardeo Singh commonly known and worshipped in 
Bundelkhand as Hardaol Baba. The story of llardaol is 
thus summarised in the history of W cstcru Bundelkhand 
by Mr. C. A*. Silberrard ‘ “About 1031, .Tujhar Singh in 
accordance with an order of tlio l^mperov, went to 
Choragarh to fight on liis behalf, and left his brother 
Har Deva at Orchha in charge of the kingdom. On his 
return, suspecting an intrigue between his wife and Har 
Deva, he questioned her. The Bani replied, ‘as he is your 
brother I love him, there is nothing else between us.’ 
The Baja said, ‘ if you arc true obey me and poison 
him.’ The Bani obeyed, but felt snch remorse that she 
poisoned herself too; The Baja mourned her death 
deeply, and in 1032 performed the ceremony of Aghmar- 
shanyug to purge himself of the sin of murdering his 
brotlier. Munshi Harnarain, an historian, says tliat Har 
Deva after his death, appeared as a spirit and revealed 
to many that Jujhar Singh had poisoned him to prevent 
his succession, being himself childless. As soon as 
Shahjahan heard of this he issued a proclamation 
directing altars to be erected in honour of Har Deva 
and the dethronement of .lujliar Singh. Baki Khan 
was directed to enforce this order and went to Orchha 
with a strong force, but was defeated and returned to 

Delhi In 1633 Shahjahan sent an expedition 

commanded by Muhammad Shah, "Wali Bahadur Khan, 
Naushor Khan, and Abdullah Khan. They were 
however so little successful that they agreed to a 
compromise by which Pahar Singh became the ack- 
nowledged Baja of Orchha, while Champat Bai

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contented himself with seeking possessions elsewhere 
(1640 A.D. ?)” 

The next extract describes the assistance given by 
Champat Itai to Aurangzeb. In the battle of Samugarh 
(1658 A.D.), which placed Aurangzeb on the throne 
of India, Champat Rai and his Bundelas greatly 
distinguished themselves by their valour, and Raja Ram, 
one of their leaders, a uehew of Champat Rai, was slain. 
In return for these services Aurangzeb granted Champat 
Rai a command of 12,000 men, and a jagir or appanage 
free from revenue “extending from Orchha to Mol 
Kanar,” and thence to the Jumna. This command he 
very soon after resigined, on being called to account for 
not attending the Emperor in his march against Shah 
Shuja. Champat Rai then retired to the fort of Airuchh 
and there planned further schemes to rid his country 
of the hated Musalmans. 

The third extract describes the meeting of his son 
and successor Chattrasal, the most famous of the 
Rajahs of Bundelkhand with Shivaji and Sujan Singh, 
the son and successor of Pahar Singh. 

The passages are taken from the edition of the book 
published at Fort William in 1829, a copy of which I 
found in the Bharati Bhavan Library, Allahabad.

Little is known of this great writer except that he 
was a native of Rajpntana and the court poet of ^faha- 
raja Raj Singly of Mewar. He commenced writing 
UajhUas in 17''14 V.E., and seems to have finished it 
in 1737 V. E., as he has recorded incidents of that year. 
The book is divided into eigldeen chapters and has 
an abrupt conclusion possibly on account of the death 
of Raja Raj Singh in 1737 V.E, The first few chapters 
comprise the history of the Sissodia race fill we come 
to the accession of Raj Singh. 

“ Raj Sing had signalized his accession by the revival 
of the warlike Teeka^dotcr, and plundered Malpoora. 
An appeal to his gallantry made him throw down the 
gauntlet to Aurangzeb in the plentitude of his power, 
when the valour of the Sissodias again burst forth 
in all the splendour of the days of Pertap ; nor did 
the contest close till aft(?r si .series of brilliant victories, 
and with the narrow escape from captivity of the Xerxes 
of Hindusthan. The Mogul demanded the hand of 
the princess of Roopanagurh, a junior branch of th(J 
Marwar house and .sent with the demand ( a compliance 
with which was contemplated as certain ) a cortege 
of two thousand horse to escort the fair to court. 
But the hauglity Rajpootni, either indignant at such 
precipitation or charmed with the gallantry of the 
Rana, who had evinced his devotion to the fair by 
measuring his sword with the head of her house, 
rejected with disdain the proffered alliance, and, justi- 
fied by brilliant precedents in the romantic history of 
her nation, she entrusted her cause to the arm of the 

19 
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chief of the Rajpoot race, olfering herself as the reward 
of the protection. The family priest (her preceptor) 
deemed his olTice Jionoured hy being the messenger of 
her w'ishes, and tlie billet he conveyed is incorporated 
in the memorial of iiis reign. ‘ Is the swan to be the 
mate of the stork : a Rajpootni pure in blood, to be 
wife to the monkey faced barbarian !* concluding with 
a threat of .self-destruction if not saved from dishonour. 
This appeal, with other powerful motives, was seized on 
with avidity by tlie liana as a pretext to throw away the 
scabbard, in order to illustrate the opening of a \varfare, 
in which he determined to put all to the hazard in defence 
of his country and his faith. The issue was an omen 
of success to his warlike and superstitious vassalage. With 
a chosen band he rapidly passocl the foot of tlie Aravali 
and ajipeared before Roopanagurh, cut up the imperial 
guards, and bore otf the prize to his capital. The daring 
act was applauded hy all who bore the name of llajpoot, 
and his chiefs witli joy gathered their retainers around 
the ‘red standard’, to protect the queen so gallantly 
achieved.” ( Tod’s Rajasthan, jllewar chap, xiii ). 

Raj Singh also remonstrated against the imposition 
of Jezia by letter, “in the name of the nation of tvhich 
he was the head, in a style if such uncompromising dig- 
nity, such lofty yet temperate msolve so much of souR 
stirring rebuke mingled with a boundless and tolerating 
benevolence, such elisvated ide^^s of the Divinity with such 
pure philanthropy, that it may challenge competition with 
any epistohiry production of any age, clime, or condition. 
In this are contained the true principles of Christianity 
and to the illustrious Gentile, and such as acted as he 
did, was pointed that golden sentence of toleration, ‘those 
who have not the law yet do by nature the thing 
contained in the law, shall be, law unto themselves.' 
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These circumstances made Auraiigzeb "pour out all 

the phials of his wrath against the devoted Mewar, and his 

preparfitions more resembled those for the conquest of 

a potent kingdom than the subjugation of a llajpoot 

Zemindar a- vassal of that colossal empire on whose 

surface his domain was but a speck 
« 

" The liana divided his forces into three bodies. His 
eldest son, Jey Sing, was j)osted on the crest of the 
Aravali, ready to act on the invaders from either side of 
the mountains. Prince Bheem wfis to tlie west, to keep 
up the communications witli the nutlets of Guzerat ; 
while the Hana, with the main body, took post in the 
Naen * detilo, unas.sailable by the enemy, and lianging on 
his left Hank, ready to turn it, and cut off all retreat the 
moment the imperialists entered the mountains. Aurang- 
zeb advanced to Dobarri.” Naen detilo was one of the 
passes to the Girwo valley, and Dobarri another. Prince 
Akbor advanced, but lan'ng “cut off from the possibility 
of a junction with the emperor, by a movement of a part 
of the Sana’s personal force, he attempted to retreat to the 

plains of Mar war” 

" Another body of the imperialists, under the celebrated 
Delhire Khan, who entered from the Daisoori Pjiss 
from Marwar ( probably with a view of extricating . 
Prince Akber ) were allowed to advance unopposed, and 
when in the long intricate gorge were assailed by Bikvam 
Solauki, and Gopi Nath llahtore ( ])oth noble.s of Mewar), 
and after a desperate conflict entirely destroyed. On 
each occasion a vast booty fell into the hands of the llaj- 
poots.” 

“So ably concerted was the moiinbiin warfare, that 
these defeats Avere the signal for a simultaneous attack

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by the lliiiui on Auvjiugzeb, who with his son Azim 
watched at Dobarri the result of the operations under 
Akbar aiid Delhire. Tlie great hom«;-clans had more 
than their wonted rivalry to sustain them, for the gaUaiit 
J)oorga-<las with the Itahtore swords ( tHlicnv .Rfihloro.n ) 
whetted by an accumulation of wu'ongs, were to combat 
wdth tliein against their common oppressor ; and nobly 
did they contest the palm of glory. I’he tyrant could not 
withstand them ; his guns though inannei by Franks 
could not protect liim against the just cause and aven- 
ging steel of (he llajpoot, and he was beaten and com- 
pelled to disgracidul flight, with an immense loss in men 
and (?quipmenf . The liana had to lament many brave 
leaders, home, and auxiliary : and the imperial standard, 
elephants, and state equipage fcdl into his hands, the 
acquisition of ]ilolikim and the Snktawuts. This glo- 
rious encounter occurred in the spring month of Falgoon, 

8 . 1737 .” 

The accompanying selections are taken from the 
edition of Lala llhagw'andin in the Nagari Pracharini 
Granthmala, published by the Kashi Nagari Pracharini 
Sahha, w-ith the kind permission of the Sahha. They 
describe (he incidents noted above and also the battles 
of Deasuri and Nonara hetw'een llaj Singh and the forces 
of Aurangzeh, wlnm the Emperor was incensed at the 
shelter given by Raj Singh to A.jit Singh, the infant son 
of JasAvant Signh. in both of these battles the imperial 
army was defeated.

The Janf^namah of Farmkhsiyai- and Jahaiidar Shah, 
a Hindi poem by Sridhar (Miiididhar), a Hrahman of 
Prayag, was for the first time published in extract hi the 
Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal in 19(.'0, by Mr. 
William Irvine, late of the Bengal Civil Service, who had 
obtained a copy of it from Babii Badliakisban Has, a 
cousin of the late Babn llarish Chandra, the tamous 
poet of Benares. A complete book has also been 
published, under tin* editorship of Babu lladhakishen 
Das, by the Nagri Pracharini Sablia. 

The book as its name implies describes the battles 
lietween Jahandar Shah and h^irrukhsiyar and a short 
account of the history of the times is thei’cfori^ given 
below, 

Baluulur Shah, son and successor of Aurangzeb, died 
in the month of February 1712. Bahadur Shah had 
four sons, Moizuddin ( Jahandar Shah ), Azimusli- 
shan, Batiushshan, and Sbnhjeban. Bahadur Shall was, at 
the time of his death, in Lahore. His second son Azimush- 
shan, who ivas his favourite at the tinw^, was Avith him. 
The other three sons of Bahadur Shah attacked him and 
after a battle which lasted four days, Azimushslian’s 
elephant was struck by a cannon ball ivliich so frightened 
him that he droivned himself Avith his rider in the Ravi, 
It was at first proposed to divide the empire betAveen 
Raiiushshan and Shahjehan hut subsequently the brothers 
were attacked by Jahandar Shah and they Avere killed. 
Jahandar Shah now marched toAV'ards Delhi where he

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heard that Earrukhsiyar, the second son of Aitiniushshan, 
then in Patna, was making preparations to attack Delhi. 
Jahandar Shah therefore left his eldest son A/.i/uddiu 
with an army fifty thousand strong in Agra. Earrukh- 
siyar was promised help hy Abdulla, Husain Ali and 
llaja Chhabilai Ham who had a large collection of land 
revenue in his hands. 

The first battle was fought at Alamchand, a village a 
few miles to the north of the .Hharwari station E.I. lly., 
in which Saifuddin Ali Khan and Ni/amuddin Ali Khan 
came out victorious and went ov(.‘r to Abdulla Khan. 
Information ■was at once sent to the Emperor at Patna. 
The next battle was fought at Bindki in Eatehpur 
District and Azizuddin’s army was completely routed. 
The last battle was fought near Sikandra in Agra and 
Jehandar Shah’s hopes were extinguished for ev er. 

The iM)et Murlidhar was a Brahman of Allahalxid. 
His works show considerable poetic merit. Ho wrote 
a work on Indian music and another on Navika Bhed, a 
third on Jain saints, and a fourth on the Childhood of 
Krishna. He seems to have been a poet of the ordinary 
beggar class who are ready to compose poems in praise, 
of anybody who can pay them. It is said that he used 
to attend marriage parties and compose poems in the 
hope of getting something. 

He had neverthless great powers of description and 
seems to have been present at some of the Imttlcs which 
he describes. 

The extract describes the battle near Sikandra aiid 
is taken from the Nagari Pracharini Sabha edition of 
the book with the kind permission of the Sabha. I have 
also consulted the portions published in the Journal of the 
Bengal Asiatic Society 1900.

8. JODHRAJ. 


The poet Jodhraj Jlourislied .-it this court of Raja 
Chaudrabhau of Ximratii in tlio bnirimutig of the 
eighteentli century. He Avas llu> sou of Ibilkrishna 
belonging to the family of Adigaur Rrahmaus of Atri 
Gotva. Raja Chandi’abhan was a (Miauhau Rajput and 
ruled at Nimrana wiiicli is .situated on the boundary of 
the State of Jeypore and is now included in the territorial 
limits of AhA’ar State. This llaja Chandrabhaii once 
expressed a desire to Jodhraj to relate, to him the exploits 
of Hammir Deva of Ranthambhor. Jodhraj undertook 
to ,cai*ry out the orders of his master and patron and 
wrote this poem in the year 1786 Vikram Sainbat (1728 
of the Christian era). 

. The story of the poem may bo summarised as follows;- 
Allauddin Khilji \va.s on the throne of Delhi. He had 
a Begam named Rup-vicliitra. Allauddin once went out 
hunting. There all of a .sudden a great storm aro.se. In 
the confasiou that followed, Rup-vichitra was separated 
from others and lost her way in the forest. At this 
.moment Mahima 8hab, one of the courtiers of Allauddin 
appeared on the scene. Tlie Regain made amorous 
proposiils to him Avhich he at first rejected. In the end 
.bn was won over by vaA’ious guiles and threats. Soon 
after a lion appeai-ed in front of them. Mir Mahima 
Shah easily despatched him Avitb an arrow and brought 
the Begam safe to the camp of Allauddin. Once while 
the emperor was iu the apartments of this Begam, a 
mouse suddenly came out of its hole, 'fhe emperor 
was at first upset at its sudden appearance hut siib.se- 
ijuently killed it. He thought much of this exploit of 
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his and bei^ari to hrai; of his achievements. The Begain 
simply kept on smiling and Jinally remarked that the 
mil heroes wore those who could kill a furious lion with 
ease and never talked of their skill and bravery. In 
the course of this conversatimi the Begam after exacting 
a promise from the emperor, not to injure Alir * Mahima 
in any way, related to him of luu’ intercourse with jVIahiina 
and showered praises on him. Allauddin at once sent 
for Mahima Shah and tnnunl him out of his territories. 
Mir Mahima went from place to place but none had the 
courage to give him shelter. At last he went to Haminir 
Beva Chauhan of llanthnml))ior, who received him and 
gave him shelter. AYhon the news of the reception of 
Mahima Shah reached Allanddin, he at once demanded 
him from Hammir, hut the Chauhan prince flatly refused 
to give him up. Alauddin made several attempts to 
get back Mahima hut ho could not succeed. At last he 
made preparations to wage war against Hammir. This, 
the poem says, lasted for 12 years and ended in the 
victory of Hammir. Wlien Hammir in the flush of his 
glory was returning to the palace he had the ensigns 
of the enemy carried liafore him. The ladies of his 
palace thinking that the Mnsalmans forces were advancing, 
flung themselves in fire in order to escajje falling into 
the hands of the Mohammedans. AYhon Hammir reached 
his palace he saw what his folly had wrought. He felt 
so dejected and overpowered that he eommitted suicide. 
This is what the poem escribes in beautiful language. 
There are no doubt historical evidences of this quarrel 
lietween Hammir aud Allauddin, but the cause of the 
dispute and the several incidents as given in the poem 
under notice an? not uiiiformally supporttxl. It must

Sudan seems to liave been one oE the greatest poets 
of vir (Heroic) ntsa, yet little is koinvn about Jiim beyond 
the fact that he was a nativ<^ of Muttra iiiul that his 
father’s name was liasant. Ife was the. court poet of the 
famous Suraj Mai of Bharatpiir whose exploits he has 
described in his Sujan Charitra. .f audit M'aya Shankar, 
Controller of Accounts Hharatpur State', writes about him 
as follows: — ‘Unfortunately nothing is now known 
about this poet except that his descendants are livijig in 
Muttra and they got Its. 25 per month from this State. 
•There are only two widows and two young boys in the 
family. They know nothing about the poet or his works. 
I found not oven one chit there.’ Pandit Maya Shanker 
has jilso very kindly sent to nje a cf»i)y of Sujan 
Charitra fi'om the State I^ibrary, and the accompanying 
extract is taken from this book. The Sujan Charitra 
describes seven jangn or battle.-: fought by Suraj Mai, 
ranging from Sam bat 1S02 to IS 10. Th(; extract is 
called saptam or the stwenth jotiff, as ))oth in the 
Bharatpiu* copy and the Nagari Pracharini Sabha edition 
it is so called, though it is really the sixth. 
It, begin.s with a description of tln' histoi'y of Delhi 
from the earliest times till we come to Ahmed Shah, the 
contempoi'ary of Suraj Mai. Ahmed Shah’s Minister, 
Mansur, and his Bakhshi Ghazi Uddin Khan quarrelled. 
The Bakhshi triumphed and Mansur was compelled 
to leave Delhi. He applied to Suraj Mai for help. Suraj 
Mai however replied that the Delhi Emperor Avas his 
suzerain and the only way to attack .Delhi would be to 
set up a rival claimant to the throne. Mansur agreed, 
and a grandson of Kambakhsh was proclaimed 
Emperor under the name of Akbar. Suraj Mai then

advanced towards Delhi, sacked the twelve suburban 
villages defeated Ghazi Uddin Khan who was 
sent to oppose him, entered the metropolis by breaking 
through the Lai Darwaza, and pillaged the city. A 
description of the pillage is a masterpiece of the poet’s 
art, and shows his vast knowhidge of every kind of 
bazaar commodity. Aft<u* a while however the pillaging 
was stopped and a battle fought iti Kotra in Avhich the 
imperial army w^as defeated. Another battle was fought 
at a dishince of sixteen miles from Delhi with the same 
result. Ghazi Uddin next invited Mahrattas to his help 
but he was again defeated, and a reconciliation was 
effected in the end on the intercession of Raja Madho 
Singh of Amber, and Mansur w'^ent over to Oudh as 
Governor. 

Sudan was master of all the vernaculars of Upper 
India, and his graphic description of the battles is 
rivalled only by the immortal author of the Prithviraj 
Rasau.

10 PADMAKAll. 


Padmakar is ordinarily known to us as the author 
of the Jaga^ Binoil, ti work on y//w Poeticn, hut he 
seems to have been a man of a versatile genius and like 
beggar poets, ready to make his muse dance to the 
tune of any body who paid him. Like most poets who 
flourishecl \inder special pitrons, he was from the veiy 
beginning of his career, accustomed to write verses in 
praise of his patrons. He was a Telang Brahman and 
one of his ancestors Madhukar Bhatta migrated to 
Garhapattan on the hanks of the Narliada in 1615 V.E. 
From Garhapattan Madhukar removed to Brij, some 
members of the family settling down in jMuttra, others 
in Gokul. A scion of the Muttra branch went over to 
Banda though Padmakar’s father Mohanlal seems to 
have been living in Saugor where Padmakar was born. 
Mohan Lai Avas not only a Hindi poet but a Sanskrit 
scholar and a manlrn s/ios/ri on account of which he was 
highly respected by Baja ILighunath Rao Appa Sahib 
of Saugor, as also by the Chiefs of Panna and Jaipur. 
It is said that the first verse which his son Padmakar 
ever composed at the early age r)f si.vteen was the 
following in praise of liaghunath Kao.

After soinctlrae, Padrnakar had to leave the court' of 
llaghiinatJi Hao and as he was also a mautra shmlri 
like his father, None Arjun Singh of Sungra, a village 
two miles from Kul Pahar in Hamirpiir T)istrict, be- 
came his chela and had his sword consecrated ])y the 
recitations of Chandi. How and when lie went over 
to the court of llijnniat Bahadur and under what cir- 
cumstances he composed the llhinii'it Bahadur Birdawali 
and described the battle in wbich No)ie Arjun Singh 
was defeated, is yet unexjdained. He seems also to have 
attended the court of Daiilat llao Sindhia of Gawalior 
and composed his Alijah Prakanh. In Gwalior he 
received an invitation from Maharaja Pratap Singh of 
Jaipur. Pratap Singh was himself a poet and received 
Padraakar with great honour. Pratap Singh died in 1860 
V.E. and was succeeded by Jagat Singh. It w'as under 
the orders of Jagat Singh that the Jagat Vi, nod w'as 
written. Padmakar also composed Sawaijai Singh 
Birdaicali, suiolhcn- bardic poem in prais<) of Saw^ai Jai 
Singh of Jaipur. 

He died in Cawmpore in 1890 V.E. 

To understand the subject matter of this book, we 
shall give a short account of Himmat Bahadur. A 
Sanadh Brahman of Kul-Pahar died leaving tw'o soms. 
His widow' was too poor to .support them and she 
therefore sold them to Bajendra Giri avIio . consecrated 
them as his Chelas and called the elder Uraarao Giri 
and the younger Anup Giri. Anup Giri was his favourite 
and received from him a soldier’s training. After the 
death of his guru, Anup w'ith a few' corapanioms w'ent 
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over to liUckiiow and accepted service as a trooper in 
the army of Shujauddaiiilah. ilis valour won the favour 
of his soverei"!! and he Avas !>jraiited the tiths of lliminat 

t 

Bahadur. Jlinimat Baliadiir was pre.seut with the 
Nawab at the battle of Biixar and for his gallant 
behaviour in saving the Nawab's life, recinved the 
parganas of Sikandra in Cawnpore and Bindki in I'ateh- 
pur as jagir under the name of littjdhan. liimmat 
Bahadur Avas next d<*puted l)y Shujauddaullah to 
conquer Bundelkhand. (Inman Singh Avas then Raja 
of Banda and None Arjiin Singh the Avas coinmander-in- 
ehief of his army. Arjun defeated Jlinimat Bahadur 
and drove him on the other side; of the .Iun>na. Shortly 
afterAvards the Biuidcda (’hiefs Avere Aveakened by inter- 
nal dissensions and lliminat Bahadur again found an 
apportunity of investing the country. 

Ali Bahadur, Avho Avas sent by Nana Karnavis and 
Ava.s then in the army of the Sindhia, came OA'er to his 
help and took possession of Banda Avhich he and his 
family thenceforth ruled as NaAA'al). Kiinmat Bahadur 
Avith the help of Ali Bahadur and the Raja of Charkhari 
attacked Arjun Singh and a liattle VA'as fought in 1S49 
V.E. betAveen Ajaigarh and Bangaon * in Avbieh Arjun 
Singh Avas killed. This battle, according to the Bundel 
khand Gazetteer was fought in 1799 A. I).
